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Defense Against 
Shoplifting 


This is the time of year when one of the 
nation's biggest rackets — shoplifting — be­ 
comes most widespread. With the advent of cool 
weather and the heavier, more concealing garm­ 
ents that go with it. shoplifters begin to ply their 
activities in earnest. 
Shoplifting and petty pilfering is. of course, 
a continuous hazard to shopkeepers but the peak 
is reached just before Christmas and rises again 
before Easter. It is impossible to tell exactly 
how much loot this type of thief is successful in 
getting away with, but the annual take in the 
U. S. has been estimated to be from S I00 million 
to $1 billion. Shoplifting is obviously big busi­ 
ness. 
Surprising as it may seem, only about 10 
per cent of shoplifters are professionals. The 
remaining 90 per cem are amateurs who steal 
on the spur of the moment, seemingly unable to 
resist the temptation to take something that 
appeals to them, .\mong the amateur.s are alco­ 
holics, narcotics addicts, 
kleptomaniacs and 
others whose sickness blunts their sense of right 
and wrong. 
Although t h e professionals are a small 
minority of the total, these are the ones who 
most often elude detection and therefore are 
most sought by law officers. 
But it is not the respon.sibility of store 
clerks and policemen alone to catch petty 
thieves. A point missed by the public is the fact 
that store losses from theft cannot be absorbed 
by the store owners. Such losses arc entered 
under “ stock shrinkage" m the store's overhead 
and are passed on to the buyer. That's w hy alert 
.shoppers will be doing themselve.s a tavor by 
being more observant and reporting su picious 
incidents to sales clerks.

The Test Ban Treaty i.s now part of our woi ld and

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Defense Against 
Shoplifting 


This is the time of year when one of the 
nation's biggest rackets — shoplifting — be­ 
comes most widespread. With the advent of cool 
weather and the heavier, more concealing garm­ 
ents that go with it. shoplifters begin to ply their 
activities in earnest. 
Shoplifting and petty pilfering is. of course, 
a continuous hazard to shopkeepers but the peak 
is reached just before Christmas and rises again 
before Easter. It is impossible to tell exactly 
how much loot this type of thief is successful in 
getting away with, but the annual take in the 
U. S. has been estimated to be from SI OO million 
to SI billion. Shoplifting is obviously big busi­ 
ness. 
Surprising as it may seem, only about IO 
per cent of shoplifters are professionals. The 
remaining 90 per cern are amateurs who steal 
on the spur of the moment, seemingly unable to 
resist the temptation to take something that 
appeals to them. Among the amateurs are alco­ 
holics, 
narcotics 
addicts, 
kleptomaniacs 
and 
others whose sickness blunts their sense of right 
and wrong. 
Although t h e professionals are a small 
minority of the total, these are the ones who 
most often elude detection and therefore are 
most sought by law officers. 
But it is not the responsibility of store 
clerks 
and 
policemen 
alone to catch 
petty 
thieves. A point missed by the public is the fact 
that store losses from theft cannot be absorbed 
by the store owners. Such losses are entered 
under ‘‘stock shrinkage'' in the store s overhead 
and are passed on to the buyer. That’s w hy alert 
shoppers will be doing themselves a favor by 
being more observant and reporting suspicious 
incidents to sales clerks.

Time For The 'Yes-Butters' 


The Test Ban Treaty is now part of our world, and 
taken by itself I persist in thinking it a desirable thing. 
The chance that Russia might, in the absence of further 
atmospheric testing, beat us to producing an effective 
anti-missile missile or a means of jamming military 
communications systems on a continental and oceanic 
scale seems really remote. This may testify to my 
technological innocence, but I haven t seen anything 
yet that would indicate that either side is on the trail 
of either the absolute nuclear weapon or the absolute 
anti-weapon. 
Furthermore, it is not in the cards that the United 
States and the Soviet Union will ever fight an atomic 
war no m atter what is done in the realm of further 
testing. An atomic struggle would bring two sets of 
“overkill’’ into action — and the peoples who live ar 
the ends of the earth, far away from what would 
become the smoking and poisoned shambles of the east 
European “heartland” and the North American con­ 
tinent. would live to capitalize on the disappearance 
of two monster world powers. Assuming there is an 
iota of self-interest in Soviet Russia and in the United 
States, neither Khrushchev nor John F. Kennedy will 
ever press a button that would effectively hand the 
world over to the Red Chinese. 


However, 
if the test ban 
m erely recognizes 


the fact of a m utual atom ic checkm ate, it exposes 


the U.S. to all m anner of psychological dangers. 


We are 
already 
hearing that there must be 
a 


“ further" relaxation of tensions. The thought of this 


Is alluring, but the term s are not defined. Tensions, 


we know by the exam ple of people in m adhouses, 


ran be relaxed by the cultivation of illusions. Or 
they can be relaxed on one side by exploiting the 
tensions of the other side. The danger is that the 
Am erican peace m ovem ent which has alw ays been 
soft-headed, will prove strong enough to win the 
day for a safely-through-illusion victory. 


As a peace-loving soul. I would gladly have my 
own political tensions relaxed Then I could apply for 
a pleasant job covering the New 5 ork Mets. However, 
illusions have never appealed to me. and I should 
hate to lose that tense feeling merely because I have 
been put on the receiving end of one of Khrushchev's 
one-two punches. It seems to me that in this time of 
incipient euphoria, the diplomacy of our country should 
take the precaution of becoming iron-hand. It is, in 
short, a time for a schedule of “yes-buts." 
Let us make a stab at formulating such a sched­ 
ule 
I. Yes. we should take advantage of the crop fail­ 
ure in the Soviet Union 
But if we are going to seil 
wheat to Russia we should get more than gold or 
dollars in exchange. We might offer a certain amount 
of wheat on condition that tree farming, with private 
ownership of acreage be restored in all the captive 
nations of Eastern Europe We might offer still more 
wheat if free farming were to be stored in Russia 
itself. 


2. Yes. we should have m ore reciprocal m ove­ 
m ent of journalists, tourists, students, artists, ath­ 
letes and technicians across borders. But we should 
Insist that m ovem ent inside the borders really be 
free. When Secretary of Xgriculture Orville Free- 
m an returned recently from an eighteen-day trip to 
the Soviet Union without having been let in on the 
secret that the Russian wheat lands weren't pro 
during, it was. to put it m ildly, a little ridiculous. 


^ 
3. Yes, we should have a detente on Berlin and 
F'astern Europe. But in exchange foi recognizing a 
“ neutral” belt stretching from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea, we should insist that the Berlin Wall come down 
and the Germans be allowed to unify on their own un­ 
inhibited terms. Moreover, the new 
Flast F!uro|)ean 
“neutrals” should be permitted the free elections that 
were originally promised in the Yalta deal 
4 Yes. we should be willing to sign a comprehen­ 
sive non-aggression pact with Khrushchev. But not un­ 
til he has taken his minions out ot Cuba, dismantled his 
fifth columns everywhere, and denounced the sly tactic 
of encouraging “ indigenous” revolutions under the name 
of Titoism. 
This is just scratching the surface of the “yes-buts.” 
Let’s hear from a hundred million other “yes-butters” in 
the United States. Given a sixth or a seventh crop fail­ 
ure 
and don’t think he won t have It), Khrushchev 
must some day be disposed to listen. 
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WASHINGTON - There ll be a 
tax cut beginning next January 
and another the following year. 
This is the outlook today as the 
House has passed the measure 
involving an $11 billion total re­ 
duction in taxes in two years. 
While the Senate may use up a 
few weeks in committee hearings 
and debate, it may find prepond­ 
erant the reasons for enacting the 
new law this veal’ instead of next 
year.

Some expected

from Southern conservatives was 
not forthcoming. The reason is 
that many members felt that an 
opportunity to hold expenses down 
would come anyhow with each ap­ 
propriation bill. 
The big question at the moment 
is what the tax cuts will do to or 
for business. The revision of tax 
rates favors the individuals in tile 
upper and lower brackets. The 
citizens in the middle bracket get 
no comparable 
treatment. 
The 
theory advanced in favor of this 
strategy of the administration is 
that people in the higher income 
brackets have been experiencing 
virtual confiscation of their earn­ 
ings and. when they get relief, 
they will promptly put their funds 
to work by investment in securi­ 
ties.

Roberts found that salt has the 
stronger influence and. as a re­ 
sult, less urine passes from the 
kidneys.

The 
importance of the last fifty years 
lies not in progress in medicine 
or nutrition or engineering or 
transportation, but in the tact that 
he has burst the bonds of his five 
senses and can prol>e knowledge 
which he cannot *ee or hear or 
smell or taste or touch. He is in 
a larger universe. 
Momentarily, he is confused as 
he gropes far into outer space 
for facts, and far down the scale 
of sub-microscopic worlds to the 
unseeable. Sometimes, he is forc­ 
ed to invent words for what he 
sees, and, when this happens, he 
falters in the field of communica­ 
tions. The world of science grows 
larger, but, as it does, it also 
becomes more exclusive and more 
difficult to understand.

He probes the 
infinitesimally tiny world of cellu­ 
lar structure and enzymes so that 
he may live longer and be strong­ 
er 
With anti-depressants, he can 
control his moods 
Hannah Arendt, a political sci­ 
entist and a philosopher, writing 
in "Great Ideas Today,” points 
out that the ancient Romans felt 
that mankind was the highest of 
all beings, whereas the Greeks 
who 
preceded 
the 
Homans 
in 
thought, had no word to describe 
such

situation 
The Greeks 
considered the notion a presump­

Science today says that the best 
way to study science is to start 
by knowing nothing.
